The growing of vegetables and 
the many hundreds of acres plant- 
ed in sugar cane haye blended one 
with the other and made a splen- 
didly enhanced economy in west- 
ern Palm Beach county. 

Each month the Belle Glade 
Chamber of Commerce issues a 
bulletin, under the direction of 
Secretary I. L. Price, which is 
widely. distributed. The recent bul- 
letin had a few choice observatiias 
which we quote herewith: 

“When The Sugar Growers and 
the mills became a reality here in 
the Glades, many of our people— 


including our mercantile _ boys, 
both: wholesale and retail — cried 
out that sugar cane . plantings 


would take our close in land and 
the vegetable boys would be push- 
ed out. 

“Those of you who thought that 
might happen will be surprised to 
know that the US Agricultural 
Daily Report on vegetables, in the 
Glades, shows that the car lot 
equivalents of all vegetables as of 
April 25, 1963 was 19,890 cars 
against the same date last year, 
18,055 cars; showing an increase in 
vegetable shipment of 1836 cars. 
Which pord "w prove. 
Glades still hás room for: expan- 
sion. and the vegetable farmers are 
still ahead with six weeks to. go. 

“The Sugar Tonnages shows an 
overall processing of 381,000 tons 
of raw sugar for an income of 
$61.6 million. The molasses outpul 
estimated at 30 million ‘gallons 
with a value of $4.5 million. Har- 
ry Vaughn, president of the United 
States Sugar Co., Predicts a 10 
percent increase in acreage quotas 
for next season. Glades sugar pro- 
duction’ nearly doubled this season 
despite the most damaging freeze 
on record.”
